QUEER DOINGS. 


A Stranger Dies at the County 
Hospital. 


His Money Disappears and Can’t Be 
Found, 


His Brother Finally Puts in an Ap- 
pearauce. 


He Looks the Matter Up, and Traces It to a Med- 
ical Gentleman, Who Exp'ains Matters 
—A Trunk and Watch Fall 
to Materialize. 


A year ago last June, James Russell, a 
man about 30 years of age, came to Los An- 
geles from Nebraska. He was employed 
for some time on a ranch, but finally came 
to the city about the ist of November, and 
got work in a laundry. He had been in 
town but a few days when he was taken 
sick, and having no friends to take care of 
him in his tllness, he was carried out to the 
Count ospital on the of November. 
On the hospital books he was put down as 


sick with enteric fever. When he came to 
the hospital he brought a large trunk and 


carried a silver watch, 
A young man named Jones, who was 
nursing Russell, discovered that he had 


money, and it being contrary to the rules of 


the place, Jones reported it to Dr. Otto M. 


Shultz, who was then the physician in 
charge of the hospital. The Doctor told 
Jones to get the money, which he did, and 
turned it over to his superior. The amount 
was $26 or $36, Jones does not remember 


which. ‘Tne patient also had a deposit book, 


showing funds to the amount of $110 in the 
Los Angeles County Savings Bank. This 


he gave to the Doctor 
TO KEEP FOR HM, 


and gave him an order on the bank for the 


money, so thatin case death should come 
the Doctor might send the money to his 


friends in Nebraska, whose addresses he 


gave. To alli this Jones, the nurse, testifies. 
Russell did die on the lith of December, 


and was buried in good style, Dr. Shultz 


paying the funeral expenses. His story 
ended there. 

Last week a brother to the deceased came 
to Los Angeles from Nebraska City on a 
search for his brother. The last letter re- 
ceived from him was dated Los Angeles, 
and was writien during thefall. Since that 


time nothing had been heard from him.. 


Upon his arrival in the city Mr. Russell 
sought out Dr. Scott, of the University, 
with whom he was acquainted, and solicited 
= aid. Together the two begun a search 


TUE MISSING MAN. 
Quite by accident they learned last Sunday 
that a man by the name of Russell had died 


at the hospital. They immediateiy went to 
the hospital and looked over the records. 
and there found the name, date of arrival 
and death of the brother. In making in- 
quiries about him, Jones told them of the 


trunk and watch and ef the money 
which the dead man had given 
to Dr. Schultz. Mr. Russel! 
went to Dr. Schuitz’s office on Spring 
street and asked him about the money, and 
why he had not written to them about the 
brother’s death. In answer to the first 
question the doctor toid Mr. Russell that he 
got but $75 from the brother, and that was 
from the bank, and $35 of this had been 
paid for funeral expenses, in proof of 
which he dispiayed an undertake:’s re- 
ceipt for thatamount. The remaining $40 
he had and was ready to pay to the iegal 
claimants. He said further that he had 
written two or three letters to the brothers, 
but had heard nothing from them. 


He denied any knowledge whatever of 


- cash given him by Russell and said that 
he had given him any he

entirely. He was informed of what Jones 
had stated, but still said he knew nothing 


of it. Of the trunk and watch he knew 


nothing, saying that the head uurse always 


attended to those things. 
Mr. Russell was not satisfied with the 
Doctor’s statements, and procuring an at- 


torney to assist him, went to the bank to 


find out the exact amount which his brother 
had on deposit there. 


At the bank the books were examined 
and the deposit was found to have been 
$110, as stated by the nurse, and there was 
also an entry shoving that Dr. Schultz had 
drawn the full amount. Mr. Russell and 
his attorney returned to Dr. Schuitz’s office 
and confronted him with these facts, and 


he gave up $75. He still refused, however, 


to pay back the cash which Jones’ had given 


him from Russell. 
AT THE HOSPITAL. 


Mr. Russell went to the hospital and 
made inquiries about the trunk and watch, 


as there were mementoes in the trunk 
which were highly valued by the family. 


The head nurse was found. He said that he 


had checked the trunk when itcamein 


and it was there in December when he lett 
the hospital, but that it had disappeared 


when he eame back to work again in 


March after Dr. Schultz left. None of the 
peopie at the hospital know anything of 
either trunk or watch, and a thorough 


search failed to find either. 


Mr. Russell is very indignant over Dr. 
Schultz’s action and was at first inciined to 
swear out’ a warrant and have him ar- 
rested. He has not done so yet, though he 


threatens prosecution,

In that land they worship their 
ods because they are afraid of them. 
uddah is the go worshipped in Japan 
and China by400,000,000 of a. In Japan 
they come to the priest and buy prayers on 
paper and then chew them to pulp. Then 
they go where the gods are and throw the 
pulp balls atthe gods. If the ball sticks, 
their prayers are answerec; if not, tneir 
a is not to be answered. Some kveel 
own before the pods and pray. Children, 
you ought to be thankful-you are learning 
to pray to the true God.

What is true 
about the ball is true about nature, about 
oeerene around us.

He who studies the sublime facts of man’s 
higher being cannot but realize this. 

o deep down into the heart of man and 
you will find the deep things of God. Sci- 
ence is meaty but faith is mightier; it is 
the life of science; it is a living, mighty, 
powerful influence. 

Without faith there is no 1 ress. Con- 
sciousness has to do with the present; faith 
with the past. Faith is not a Christian vir- 
tue; it is a necessity for every department 
of the human life. The farmer, statesman 
toller, all work by faith.

Afternoon Session. 

At 2:30 o’clock a vast audience thronged 
from platform to door the large Tabernacle, 
eager to hear the address or lecture of Col. 
L. F. Copeland. The selection of the sub- 
ject having been left in the hands of the 
audience, as between the two subjects,‘ Mis- 
takes of Bob Ingersoll,” and “Handsome 
Faces,” Rev. G. L. Cole expressed his bias 
as being in favorof “Handsome Faces,” 
Rev. S..Brown was asked his opinion, and 
he passed such a high eulogium on the mer- 
its of the lecture, “Handsome Faces,” that 
when the question was put to the audience, 
there was an almost unanimous call for 
“Handsome Faces,” and those who at- 
tended the lecture expecting to be royally 
entertained, and to be feasted with fat 
things, were not disappointed. It wasa 
feast from beginning toend. No one who 
heard it failed to express his or her appre- 
ciation in the highest terms. From tie be- 
ginning to the ead of his lecture, the atten- 
tion of the audience was absorbed. the lec- 
turer passing at the right moment froia the 
prosaic to the truly humorous, which in 
turn gave way to pathetic illustrations of 
the practical lessons his rare descriptive 
powers conveyed.

Inasmuch as our idea of the 
beautiful is not a common one, conceptions 
of taste differ, and are determined by our 
ecucation and the community in which we 
live. The speaker defined beauty as tauchit 
by the art schools to be dependent ou 
form, color, ceful motion and instinct 
with life, the highest type of which is rep- 
resented inman. Above and beyond this 
is another and higher type, wlich has its 
seat in the soul. Beauty and impurity 
are incompatible, as also are beauty and 
selfishness. 

The topic dwelt upon at the Young 
People’s Alliance, held at 6 p.m., was “My 
Habits of Daily Devotion,”’ conducted by 
Rev. G. L. Core. The following selections 
of Scripture were read: Psaims v, 3, lv, 
16-17; Daniel vi, 10; Hosea x, 11, 4. 

The reverend gentieman said that if we 
would be frank and honest in our acknowl- 
edgements and confessions, this hour 
would be fraught with good to each indi- 
vidually. He would endeavor to be brief. 
Let us, he said, go back a little, and bri: fly 
review what have been our habits, and 
what are now our habits and daily devo- 
tion. Are we spending less time in prayer 
and Bible study and meditation than form- 
erly? ‘lhe true state of the case ought to 
be that we spend more time in devotion 
than at the beginning of our Christian ex- 
perience.

Evening Service. 

The services of the evening were begun 
by the choir singing a few selections, atter 
which Rev. Mr. Hough led in prayer. The 
choir then sang an anthem, “One Sweetly 
Solemn Thought,” after which Rev. W. S. 
Matthew, dean of the College of Liberal 
Arts of Los Angeles. was introduced to the 
audience, and addressed them on “The 
Scholar and the Republic.” 

The speaker introduced his lecture by 
enunciating as a basis of his remarks that 
education was absoiutely necessary ina 
republic for the purpose, and with the ob- 
ject and aim, first, to make intelligent and 
patriotic citizens and voters; second, to 
procure proper seatermie:; that in the be- 
ginning of our Repu lie the country 
possessed this essential education; that 
today, however, the case is greatly changed. 
Numerous examples of the men of educa- 
tion who constituted the leaders ef this 
great Republic in days gone by were 
by the speaker. While the 
pulation of the old days, he said, was 
ntelligent and homogeneous, the grea 
leaders were always educated. Not 
only did history show this be 
the case in moral and religious reforms and 
in political emancipations, but also in all 
great national uplifts. Without education 
a nation’s rulers must be necessarily dema- 
gozues. Mob rule will have full sway. In- 
difference will characterize its people and 
government, and a want of sen Aged 
will prevail and saturate the whole body 
oe Until the time of the Revolution it 

ad been the practice of our well-to-do 
class of citizens to send their chi n to 
England to become educated and be fitted 
for the higher position in our nation. The 
schools in our own country then were few 
and poorly endowed, and education could 
not kee ce with the demands. Since 
the revolution, hewever, a change has taken 
place and our ag are no longer in any 
need of seeking their educational advan- 
tages and privileges in foreign lands. 


Our own institutions for education 
have and grown both 
in mumber and in harmony 


rapidly since the revolution that we 
have ample mans at home for educating 
the Nation in all branches of science, liter- 
ature, art, etc. We have received, he said, 
14,000,000 of foreigners in our great Repub- 
lic, the majority of whom are ignorant of 
our laws, customs and institufions, but to- 
day between 500,000 and 700,000 foreigners 
are annually flocking to our shores; many 
of them are educa intelligent, industri- 
ous, liberty-loving people, but as diverse as 
the nationalities of every zone of the earth. 
Of the heterogeneous class first referred to, 
some were Irish, who were always “agin 
the Government,” some, who like the igno- 
rant Swede woman, “thought this was a 
free country.” This class is the kind 
which constitutes and makes. up the class 
in a community known as communists, 
Adams and some others, when the Consti- 
tution was finally adopted, thought we had 
a Government so per me | formed that it 
would run itself in spite of either ignorance 
or vice. We, the speaker said, have lived 
long enough to see that this wasa mistake. 
No government is stronger that its subjects. 
The rule is that the Nation is not really as 
strong in practice as it is on paper. 
there is a vast and ever-changing problem 
before us. In this problem arises the ques- 
tion not only of our size, but of our want of 
te among the vast marae of our 
population, our negroes, uropeans, 
Asiatics. The problem of today. is, as it 
always has been before in the history of 
nations, a race problem. 

Josiah Strong, in thatremarkable book, 
“Our Century,”” mentions seven perils of 
our Nation, four of which the speaker pro- 
posed to deal with. They were: (1) 
whisky, (2) ignorance, (3) conflict. of cap- 
ital and labor, (4) race prejudice. Mormon- 
ism, Romanisinm and infidelity are not so 
much to be feared as the perils spoken of; 
but these are dangerous foes; they are 
subtle, yet far reaching in their effects.

Irish-American HKepublicans. 

Los ANGELES, July 10.—[{To the 
Editor of THe Tisxs.] An effort is 
being made ou the part of a few per- 
sons, who may be reasonably suspected 
of having ulterior purposes in view, to 
form what are called ‘Irish-American 
Anti-free-trude Leagues,’’ having for 
their object the amassing of the votes 
of citizens of Irish birth or proclivities 
on the Republican side in the coming 


As [ am not a member of any politi- 
cai party, I will not, in speaking of 
this matter, be accused of drawing 
water to any particular mill; but I do 
wish to enter a protest against the at- 
tempt to drag the question of foreign 
nationality into a subject which con- 
cerns and will be dealt with only by 
the people of the United States. It 
suits the policy of a portion of the 
press to encourage these extraordinary 
ebullitions of party tever; but yeu, 
Mr. Editor, would be among the first 
to condemn—and with justice—such 
actions as strictly un-American, were 
it not that, as in this case, it tended to 
the success of the party to which you 
belong. 

A vast number of the American peo- 
ple believe that the —— of tariff 
reform, which the Democratic party 
have made the‘r own, is correct; and 
one would think that they and their 
leaders had sufficient intelligence to 
form an honest opinion, and were in 

ession of the right to promulgate 
it, without subjecting themselves to 
the odium of the “Irish-American 
Anti-free-trade Leagues.”’ 

Ignoring for the present the question 
as to the political propriety of forming 
an organization of this kind, permit 
me to glance at a few of the arguments 
put forth by its supporters. 

1. They say that the Democratic 
party has boasted of being the sole 
owners of the “Irish vote,’ and that 
they desire to repudiate the assertion. 
Well, the constancy with which the 
bulk of the Irish citizens have voted 
the Democratic ticket is susceptible of 
more than one interpretation—the true 
one being, perhaps, that it is a way 
they have for showing their good sense. 
At all events it savors of childish petu- 
lency to abandon principles they held 
so long as being right for what was 
probably the random remark of some 
obscure individual. 

2. The appearance in this country of 
a British official on business eonnected 
with his Government has been taken as 
conclusive evidence that the President 
of the United States and his Cabinet 
are in collusion with the said official to 


flood this country with screws, nuts, 
tin pans and so forth, of which he—the 
official—seems to be a factor. the 
British gentleman referred to had 
shown less aptitude for changing his 
politics at home we would never, prob- 
ably, have heard a word about him in 
this connection. 

3. Inasmuch as the Republican can- 
didate for Vice-President is reported 
to have contributed some thousands of 
dollars toward the relief of distress in 
Ireland a few years back, he is entitled 
to their support. It would require a 
microscopic eye to discover the connec- 
tion between this circumstance and the 
internal policy of the United States. 

If the members of this organization 
‘would but consider their position as 
American citizens (and it is the prime 
consideration), they would speedily see 
the absurdity of the attitude they have 
struck as “Irish-American Anti-free- 
trade Leaguers.”’

| THE GREAT PAGEANT 


OF THE CINCINNATI CENTEN- 
NIAL, JULY 4TR, 


Viewed bya Million Spectators—A 
Description of Some Interesting 
Fioats— “Down the Beautiful 
O-h-i-o!” 


CrNcINNATI, July 4.—[Special to 
THE Tives.| ‘The Cincinnati Centen- 
nial Exposition was opened today, with 
an attendauce of 25,000, mostly strang- 
ers. Mrs. ex-President Polk touched 
the electric button which set the vast 
machinery in motion. 

But on this first day the great pa- 
geant was the center of attraction. 
Noon guns, fired from the surrounding 
hills, were the signals for the popula- 
tion of the city and the strangers 
within her gates to move en masse. 
Tke skies were just then lowering, and 
a thunderstorm during the morning 
had stiffened out a few flags and torn 
down a streamer or two—not missed 
among the thousands. Earlier than 
noon groups of people had be- 
gun to form along. the line of 
‘March, and to occupy the windows 
and platforms looking out thereon. 
The time of starting approached—it 
was 2 0’clock and the crowds grew eager. 
Great, patient armies of holiday-makers 
were they—for each street could 
have furnished an army of men, and 
left an ordinary cityfull of women’‘and 
children to see them march off. All 
the long line of march was ——— 
with humanity, stretching from side- 
walk to show window, but it was in 
the great centers of sight-seeing that 
the crush became a marvelous one. 
The clouds cleared away, and the hot 
July sun began to pour down. Swel- 
tering and patient, these myriads of 
people waited with the exhaustless 
good humor of an American gathering. 

The city seemed bannered and gar- 
landed as never before. To the deco- 
rations of the day previous it did seem 
that little could be added, and yet, 
here and there, displays that bad 
seemed rich in form and color before 
changed for the better in hue and 
shape; and little spots, barren before, 
bloomed into flags and flowers. The 
marching of the divisions to take their 
places in the columns—many of them 
neat little processions in themselves— 
served to beguile the time in some 
streets. In others the crowds fell 
back on badinage cr beer, or both. 
while the stock of firecrackers did not 
seem to have been exhausted in the 
carnival of the night before. 

Owing to having been caught in the 
heavy rain in the morning, a few of the 
floats Were not in position as prompt! 
as ey would have been had all mov 
smoothly, but with reasonable ceierity, 
once in motion, it camé over the pre- 
scribed line—a long, exhausting tramp, 
but patriotically persevered in and per- 
spired out, with hardly a struggle. 

To describe the scenes along the line 
of march would occupy the ful! space 
of this paper. From start to finish it 
was a conglomeration of people, flags 
and bunting, such as you see in kind in 
every large city on the Fourth of July, 
only here, because of its significance, 
the Queen City celebration of this year 
verily outdid all of them. Words ut- 
terly failin conveying the description 
and enthusiasm of it. You must Have 
seen—and then, like Sheba’s Queen, 

ou would have declared that all the 

rag about how grand it would be, in- 
dulged in by natives a few weeks ago 
was but a description of a moiety of 
what yousaw. The whole city wasa 
unit, and that unit rejoiced like a 
strong man about to run a race. id 
a rural Cousin Jeems: “The darn 
thing was a doggoned sight bigger’n I 
*spected she’d be.”’ | 

But what would most interest a for- 
eign public is a description of a few of 
the floats. So, here we go: 

In the third division was “ae 
sentation of the Queen of the West. 
It proved to be one of the most beauti- 
ful productions of the rere The 
representation was one of the city’s 
present greatness. It was a lofty 
Structure. Resting under a pretty 
canopy, at an elevation of 15 feet, was 
the Queen, a tall, stately and beauti- 
ful maid, of the bionde type, with long, 
flowing hair, and withal a most perfect 
type of royalty. She was surrounded 
at the base by four of her subjects, all 
beautiful young maidens, attired in 
gorgeous costumes. They seemed to 
take a spirited interest in guarding 
their regal dome, and performed their 
part admirably, The Queen was borne 
aloft by an immense hemisphere, rep- 
resenting the western continent. 

The first float of the fourth division 
represented the first territorial conven- 
tion at Manetta, and a striking and 
suggestive representation it was. The 
— of the important event, con- 
trasted with the primitive nature of the 
surroundings; the costumes, the old 
benches, and the log building in which 
the legislators for the future greatness 
of the Jand were holding their delibera- 
tions, were all so well portrayed that 
the scene was age f impressive and 
was received with loud approbation 
along the line of march. 

“The Fur Traders on the Wabash’’ 
introduced a band of Indians in pic- 
turesque costumes seated and lounging 
in their native forests. Some of the 
fur traders were got up with sucha 
villainous expression that it would 
have taken a white man of extraordi- 
n courage to attempt to makea 
dicker with them, but the float pre- 
sented a natural and interesting ap- 
pearance as it moved along in the 
grand pageant: 

The next float represented the first 
flatboat on the Ohio, a scene that was 
rendered very attractive by a number 
of young ladies, quaintly dressed, and 
wearing the stiff, plain sunbonnets of 
long ago, seated around the front door 
of the floating cabin. One of the pret- 
tiest of the ee was asked by acurious 
spectator what she and her charming 
companions represented. She said she 
really didn’t know, but ‘‘supposed the 
were milkmaids’’—and on they passed, 
floating down the beautiful, beautiful, 
beautiful O-h-i-o! 

The council of Indians, prior to the 
treaty ot Greenville, was another real- 
istic scene, in which the gorgeous sav- 
age predominated, and was followed 
by a band of the ‘‘untutored,”’ ‘one of 
whom, at least, carried out the idea of 
stoical indifference attributed to the 
red man, for on being asked what he 
represented responded: “Gott weiss, 
ich nicht!’

The Cobden Club. 


A great deal is being said now-a- 
days regarding the Cobden Club. Few 
readers are acquainted with the pur- 
poses and works of this organization, 
and some appear to entertain the idea 
that itis merely a bogie, conjured up 
for the purpose of scaring American 
free traders. The club is, however, a 
very live and active reality, and a few 
particulars regarding its composition 
and operations may not be uniuterest- 
ing at this time. The informatidn is 
gathered from a volume coniaining a 
list of members of the club and annuai 
reports for 1886 and 1887. This pubii- 
cation tells that the club was formed 
in 1866 “‘with the object of encouraging 
the growth and diffusion of those 
economical and political principles 
with which Mr. Cobden’s name is asso- 
ciated.’”’ The subscription is $15 per 
annum, and the management of the 
club, together with the election of 
members, is entrusted to the commit- 
tee, three of whom form a quorum. 
This is certainly a very autocratic form 
of government, especially as the com- 
mittee ‘‘is reuewed annually at a gen- 
eral meeting of the club.’”’ That is to 
say, the members of tle clib, elected 
by the committee, in turn renew the 
committee. 

The work of this committee, we are 
told, “‘consists principally in the publi- 
cation and circulation of books and 
pamphlets, in accordance with the ob- 
jects of the club.” In the report of 
1887, adopted in July last; appears the 
follewing passages: 

The Cobden Club attains its majority this 
year, and your committee venture to say 
the members may congratulate themselves 
on a very good t-venty-one years’ work. 
Something has been done by this club in 
the twenty-iwo years since Mr. Cobden 
died to keep the name of the great free 
trader green and his influence fresh in the 
current of political life. His policy and 
his work have been kept wellin evidence 
at home ald abroad. There are champions 
of free trade in all parts of the British 
Empire, and in most ef the countries of the 
world, whose interest, zeal and enthusiasm 


in the cause are due in a large degree to the 
work and the teaching of the Cobden Club. 


It is further added : 


Your committee have never d ired of 
the ultimate adoption of free @ by the 
commercial nations of the world, in ac- 
cordance with the aspirations of Richard 


Cobden. 

These are plain statements and show, 
in an unmistakable manner, the ob- 
jects of the club. The reports further 
show that the committee has sought to 
further these objects in various ways, 
chiefly, first, by printed appeal by 


printed slips, distributed throughout 
the world; and, second, by offering 
prizes in colleges for the best essays on 
free trade. A list of publications is 
given, which range from leaflets to 
volumes of considerable size. Among 
the leaflets distributed are: ‘** The 
Effect of Protection in America,” 
270,000 copies, and ‘“‘ United States 
Protection vs. British Free Trade,’’ 
200,000 copies. A note at the end of 
the list states that the total number of 
copies of these circulars and pamphlets, 
exclusive of leaflets, distributed since 


the total number of leaflets distributed 
up to that date is 10,800,000, besides 
which large numbers of newspapers 
have been scattered broadcast. This 
matter has been sent to all parts of the 
world, the United States having come 
in for a liberal share. .

THE DEMOCRATIC LAND OF FIOE 
AT WASHINGLON. 


How It Treats the Settler and Dis- 
criminates in Favor of a Kailway 
Oorporation—Facts for California 
Voters—Forfeited Land Grants 
and Forfeited Homes. 


A Republican lawyer has sent THE 
TimEs the following communication on 
a subject of great interest to settlers 
on public lands in this section: 

Los ANGELES, July 11.—{To the 
Editor of Tue Timxs.] A decision of 
great public interast has been made 
by the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office. It is of vital importance 
to settlers in California, and of still 
greater importance to the public as 
showing the utter hypocrisy of the 


and the contest is between settlers 


in the indemnity limits of the lately 
forfeited grants to the Atlantic and 
Pacific Railroad Company, which are 
also within the primary or 20-mile 
limit of tne Southern Pacific Railroad 


these lands, and the above mentio 
decisions, thousands of settlers have 
applied to fileto these lands, and have 
paid their filing fees, and their money 
has been accepted by the Register and 
Receiver of the Los Angeles office. 

It is now proposed to reject their 
applications, put them off of the land, 
and practically and in effect to turn 
the land over to the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company. 


Pacific Railroad Company, applied to 
the Land Department, asking for the 
issuance of an order suspending and 
reserving from entry all of those lands 
for the benefit of the Southern Pacifi 
Railroad Company. 
The Commissioner of the General 
Land Office now decides and recom- 
mends to the Secretary as follows: _ 
**As to lands within the primary lim- 
its of the grant of March 3, 1871, to the 


Pacific Railroad Company, it has been 
finally determined by the department 
that such lands were excepted from 
the grant to the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road Company by the right 
of the Atlantic: and Pacific Railroad 


“impair the rights present or pros 
ive’’of the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad 
Company.’ (See case of John T. Gor- 
don, decided June 7, 1887, 5 L...D., 691: 
also, departmental decision of January 
1, 1888; case of Wesley Cabie vs. 
Southern Pacific Railroad Com any. 6 
L. D.). Nearly 20,000 acres of land of 
this class have been patented to the 
company, and it will be necessary to 
vacate the same by judicial processing 
before the lands embraced thereby wi 
again be under the control of the 
Government. The proviso above 
quoted has not as yet been passed 
upon by the courts, and while I 
am firmly of the opinion that the con- 
struction given to it by the depart- 
ment is correct, yet, in view of the 
fact that it will receive judicial inter- 
mene og in the suits which may be 

rought to vacate the patents referred 
to, and as itis impossible in the absence 
of any decisions by the courts to fore- 
cast what the judicial decision may be, 
Il see no objection to eontinuing the 
reservation of the unpatented lands of 
the class in question, pending adjudi- 
cation by the courts, or until such time 
as the department shall deem proper to 
remove the reservation. I therefore 
recommend that as to these lands Mr 
McCammon’s . request be complied 
with.”’

Some Choice Kecipes—Let Home Be 
the Center of Your Joys—The Ex- 
perience of a Friend—Life Is 
Worth Living. 


The world after all is pretty much 
what we makeit. If-we have an eye 
able to take in all the blessings that 
we enjoy we should in a large degree 
lose sight of the ills which we have, to 
contend with.

NOTES. 

Delicious cauliflower sauce is made 
by boiling asmall bead of cauliflower 
in two waters, changing when half 
done; of the last reserve half a teacup- 
ful; in another saucepan cook a minced 
heat the 
cup of water, add toit a teacupful of 
milk; drain aud chop fine the cauli- 
flower, add it, with an onion and 
celery and three tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter covered with flour, to the liquid, 
and cook 1n a few minutes. 

Hominy Croquettes.—To one quart of 
boiling water add a ‘teaspoonful of 
salt; stirin gradually a heaping half- 
pint of the finest hominy; boil three- 
quarters of an hour, and put it on the 
back of *the range, where it will re- 
main hot an hour longer, then putina 
large bowl and add the beaten yelks of 
two eggs, mix it thoroughly,,and when 
cold shape into cones: dip the cones in 
beaten egg, rollin crumbs and fry in 
boiling fat. 

Snow Pudding.—Soak one-half box of 
gelatine in a little cold water, and then 
add one pint of boiling water, the juice 
of one lemon, and two cups of sugar, 
and let it cool. Beat the whites of 
three eggs toastiff froth, add tothe 

gelatine, and beat together until 
quite light, put into a mould, and 
place on ice to harden. Make a cus- 
tard of the yelks of three eggs; let it 
become perfectly cold, and when the 
jelly is turned from the mould pour 
the custard around it and serve. 

Boiled Mutton.—Washb a leg of mut- 
ton, dredge it well with flour and wrap 
in acloth; then put it in a pot of hot 
water, well salted, and boil according 
to size, allowing 15 minutes for every 
pound; serve with drawn outter and 
capers, of shallot sauce made in this 
way: Take half a pint of water in which 
meat has been boiled, and a wine glass 
of vinegar and two or three shallots cut 
fine, and half a teaspoonful of salt; 
put this into a saucepan over the fire, 
add atablespoonful of butter, thicken 


with a teaspoonful of flour, and let it 


simmer 15 minutes. It is good with 
all kinds of boiled meats.

FRESH LITERATURE. 


THE WORKS OF HUB®RT HOWE BAN- 
CROFT. Vol. XXXV_ Califernia Iter 
Pocula The History 


San Francisco: 
Company Publishcrs. 


This present volume is a book which 
the reader will take up and be loath 
to lie down, It is the work of an artist 
whose pictnres, though not painted 
with the brush, are yet most successful 
word pictures, holding the light and 
beauty of coloring, the warmth and 
completeness that may be found in the 
paintings of the masters. The style is 
suited to the scenes descrided, and we 
see the vast mountain ranges of the State 
lifting their purple walls against the 
sky and glowing with the transcendent 
loveliness of their ever-varying almos- 
pheric effects. We visit Yosemite and 
all the wonderland region of the 

Golden State till we feel that “‘its 

awtul grandeur beside our puay life is 

crushing.”’ The mammoth trees con- 
front us,.and the geysers startie us. 

The whole story is like a poem in 

which Nature sings her idyls, breaking 

sometimes into thundering orations 
with the voiceof her seas and her 
waterfalls. 

The tirst subject considered is ‘the 

valley of Cal fornia, an elliptical, 

trough-like plain, 500 miles in length 
by 75 in width; a vast am- 
phitheater, from whose arena 
cling terraces rise up to the lofty 
canopy of a pearl and beryl sky— 
colossal benches whereon . the gods 
might sit and watch the strange do- 
ings of men below.” 

Then the golden era of the State is 
considered by the author, when the 
gold fever raged and all the hills and 
valleys were covered with the men 
seeking for yellow dust and hidden 
treasures.

AN INTERESTING EUROPEAN 


LEITER ABOUT APHKILOOTS. 


New Scale Destroyers from Aus- 
tralia—Longevity in the Horse— 
Large Poultry Farms—New Pro- 
cess for Unfermented Wine. 


The agricultural progress of Califor- 
nia is remarkable when we consider 
that it was not until 1856 or 1857 that 
the first shipload of California wheat 
was sent abroad, and although the 
State has since developed into one of 
the most important wheat pfoducers in 
the world, it is only in recent years 
that the methods of farming here may 
be said to have been adapted to the 
climatic conditions. Year -after year 
nature pointed clearly to the proper 
time for seeding and demonstrated its 
ability to mature every seed-bearing 
grass, no matter how small the rainfall 
or how long the drought. Wild oats, 
burr clover, alfileria, mustard and 
malva passed through each stage of de- 
velopment every year with the regular- 
ity of the seasons. But the California 
farmer was slow to learn Nature’s 
lesson. He persisted in waiting for the 
rain to moisten the soil before he be- 
gau plowing, and the seed went into 
the ground at that time when seeding 
was in order in other parts of the 
country, where spring rains and sum- 
mer showers nurtured the wheat plant 
to maturity. 

Orcharding is progressing so rapidly 
in California that it promises in a few 
years, provided there shall be in the 
meantime no adverse influences affect- 
ing it, to become one of the most 1m- 
portant industries in the State. Practi- 
cally, the industry, as a source of profit, 
is not more than 12 or 15 years old. It 
is less than the latter period since some 
of those who have been most successful 
as orchardists were being laughed at 
by their neighbors for engaging in an 
occupation which appeared at that 
time t@ be so uncertain and. unpromis- 
ing in its results. Scoffers at fruit- 
culture are scarce, however, these days. 
The men who were laughed at in the 
earlier days of the industry of fruit- 
growing saw with a clearer vision than 
their doubting neighbors. 


Distribution of Dried Fruit. 
{Pacific Rural Press. | 
The distribution of dried fruit to the 
uttermost parts of the earth is a sub- 
ject which should not be overlooked 
when we get the distribution of fresh 
fruit on this continent fully achieved. 
To win all consumers, to remove 
friction from high transportation 
charges and undue profits to interme- 
diate handlers, and to deliver and sell 
the product at fair rates everywhere 
under the sun, is the problem. The 
following letter just received presents 
the subject in an interesting light: 
CONSULATE GENERAL OF THE U. 8., 
VIENNA, AUSTRIA, June 13. 
President California State H rrticuitural 
ety: Will you have the kindness to 
inform this Consulate General at what 
price California dried apricots can be 
in your market, and what 
rms offer the best terms for this 
article for export trade for Europe? 
For some reason inexplicable to me 
the dried apricot is retailed at an 
enormous price in this market. The 
common dried California apricot re- 
tails at 40 cents per pound. When, 
some weeks ago, Mr. David Lubin, 
who introduced himself at this Con- 
sulate General as a representative of 
your society, discussed the question of 
the introduction of California fruit to 
this market, during his visit at my 
office, he claimed that thé Austrian 
tariff on dried fruits was so high as to 
be prohibitory. The gentleman has, 
however, been misinformed, for the 
duty upon dried fruits is not quite 1 
cent per pound—a small fraction less 
than the American duty upon prunes. 
I am informed that the quotation for 
the common dried apricot is 8 cents 
per pound in your market. Transpor- 
tation, insurance, etc., to Vienna is 4 
cents.a pound, add 1 cent duty and we 
have a total of 13 cents per pound, 
while the retail price. as stated, is to- 
day 40 cents per poundin Vienna. Pos- 
sibly the article passes through so 
many hands before it reaches the 
Vienna dealer that the accumulation 
of 27 cents profit is unavoidable, but it 
is atthe same time indisputable that 
this accumulation of profits is ruineus 
to your export trade. You will permit 
me to say if the fruit-growers of your 
State intend to extend their trade in 
dried fruits to this market, they must in 
the first place secure the best terms as 
to transportation, and must form their 
connections as directly as possible with 
the Austrian dealers so as to avoid the 
accumulation of unavoidable profits, 


There can be no question that there 
isademand here for California dried 
fruits at reasonable rates. - Deal- 
ers are quite emphatic in their praise 
of the agg and admit that the 

‘process by which such an excellent 
quality of dried fruit is produced in 
your State is quite unknown tothe 
growers here. Inasmuch as fruit-deal- 
ers here have requested me to furnish 
them addresses of California fruit- 
growers and exporters, you will give 
me the information desired covering 
all the points in question at an early 
date. Your obedient servant,

United States Consul-General. 

We have thought that the best way 
to bring this interesting communica- 
tion to the attention of our producers 
and dealers in dried fruits was to give 
it prominent place in our columns, so 
that all may have the benefit of it, and 

] parties are free to address the 
writer in answer to his questions. 

Weare not sure what Mr. Jussen 
theans by ‘“‘common dried apricots.” If 
we read the phrase in connection with 
what he says about the excellence of 
the fruit, one thust infer that he refers 
to a good urticle of dried apricots, and 
they certainly, cannot be bought for 8 
cents per pound; in fact, they are 
worth nearer twice 8 cents, and have 
sold for thrice 8 cents in our market at 
wholesale.

tained shape. Mr. Crawford 
also pla in the box some cottony 
cushion scales, but they had died en 
route. Mr. Crawford found that the 
parasite lives both on the monophlebus 
and the cottony cushion scale, and the 
former proves to be the better medium 
for carrying internal parasites. 

Mr. Klee is having a wire-cloth cover 
made, under which he will house the 
parasites with a good colony of cot- 
tony cushion for them to multiply on. 
A small infested orange tree in San 
Mateo county will be used, and the 
wire cloth will prevent the flies from 
escaping and compel them to multiply 
under control, if at all. In this way 
it can be learned whether it will do as 
well in California asin Australia. — 

We are informed that Mr. Koebele 
has received instructions from Prof. 
Riley to prepare to go to Australia in 
August. This will insure able local 
study of the cottony cushion scale and 
its natural foes in Australia, and bodes 
much good to our interests, as for 
some reason or other the pest has not 
spread in Australia as it has in other 
countries to which it has gained ac- 
cess. 


Unfermenied Wine. 

A boon to prohibitionists has been 
tound, one that will allow them to 
view the vines grown on a thousand 
hills without an inward curse at the 
men, who, in their opinion, would use 
the blessings that God had blessed 
them with for the degradation of the 
children of men. This boom is in the 
shape of an invention, which will give 
all those who will not drink any ter- 
mented liquor the pure juice of the 
grape. 

The pogo by which this is accom- 
lished is the invention of a Dr. Foster, 
ately from the East, who has started a 

manufactory in San José. The inven- 
tor has had a thorough success of his 
process in the East, but was compelled 
to come to this State on account of 
lack of material to work tipon in de- 
sirable quantities. 

This process, as was explained to an 
Alta reporter by Mr. Wetmore of. the 
Viticultural Commission, is based on 
the principle that all — are killed 
and it is nothing but the pure juice that 
is bottled 

The grapes when they come to the 
factory areruninacar into a tank of 
boiling water, which kills all germs 
that may be on the outside of the grape 
or on thé stems; they are then taken to 
aroom which is thoroughly disinfected 
and there pressed, and the pure juice 
is bottled at once and sealed so that the 
air cannot get at it at all. Much care 
is taken in having all parts of the 
building thoroughly disinfected, and 
the clothes of the men who work the 


presses are disinfected, too, and 
the men are made to change 
them on_ entering and leaving 
the works. Unfermented wine is not 


a new thing, but the process heretofore 
used included in its manufacture such 
a liberal use of salicylic acid as to rob 
the juice of the grape of all its medi- 


‘cinal and recuperative properties. 


Large Poultry Farms. 
{Mirror and Farmer.] 

There are not more than two or three 
ultry farms that contain over 1000 
ens, and probably not 50 farms with 
over 500 hens in the United States. We 
are not sure that our estimate is correct, 
but there are not many poultry estab- 
lishments in which hens are kept as a 
source of securing ok profits from 
extensive business. This is due to the 
lack of knowledge necessary for the 
management of 1000 hens. It is easy 
to care for a small flock, but to have 
1000 hens in good profitable condition 
requires experience and skill. If one 
hen in a flock of 10 dies the loss is not 
severely felt, but ifone in 10 from a 
flock of 1000 is lost, the total is 100hens, 
which becomes important. <An epi- 
demic in a large fi may destroy all 
the hopes of the poultryman, or his 
system of management may be lacking 
in some feature that he is unable to 
discover. While we advise all to keep 
poultry, and even to have large flocks, 
yet we think it a venture to attempt 
the keeping of a thousand or more hens 

as a business. Perhaps it can be safel 
doue and profitably, but there are dif- 


ficulties in the way that so far have 


prevented all but a few from attempt- 
ing it. The failures are many, but the 
success of the small flock can always 
be assured, as the past verifies.

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BIG BUILDINGS. 


A SECOND LIST OF THOSE NOW 
UNDEK CONSTRUCTION. 


What Property Owners Are Doing on 
Los Angeles and Alameda streets 
—All Over the City—New Kesi- 
dences innumerable, 


The list of buildings now in course of 
construction on Main and Spring streets, as 
given in Tue Times of a few days ago has 
caused much comment and awakened much 
interest in the subject. A further list is 
given: 

Alaineda street, while not the most popu- 
Jar business street in the city, comes in for 
a fair share of the building. She deserves 
mention chiefly for the big depot, which 
the Southern Pacific Railway is building at 
the foot of Fifth street. The house covers 
130x515 feet, will be constructed of woed, 
iron and glass, and will cost the company 
an even $200,000. They have a heavy force 
at work now, and expect to complete it by 


the fall season. Itis the only respectable 
depot in the city. 

The Chinese are spreading fhemselves on 
Alameda. They have just completed two 
immense brick buildings on Marchessault 
alley, one of them custing $20,000 and the 
other €2000, and beside these they have 
made innumerable improvements and addi- 
tions to the brick buildings they already 
have in the Chinese quarter. On the cor- 
ner of Walters and Alameda is being 
erected a three-story brick, with stores*and 


rooms, to cost $20,000. 
yn street is the Phillips 


On Los Angeles 
block No. 2, brick, three stories, and 


finished in the best style for 

A WHOLESALE BUSINESS, 
to be occupied by Newmark & Co., which 
will cost $15,000. There are few better 
buildings in the city and few that will pre- 
sent a handsomer appearance or set off the 
street so well. On Los Angeles in Old 
Chinatown, a Celestial with an unpro- 
nounceable name, is remy | a two-story 
brick which is to cost him $8000, It is about 
completed now. Near First street, the Ce- 
lestine block, brick, two stories, 47x192 
feet, is going up at a cost of $25,000, 

Dropping particular streets and looking 
about for buildings of a miscellaneous class, 
there 1s plenty of that work to be found. 
Charitable people are putting up an or- 
phans’ home on Virgin and Yale streets 
that will in every way be a_ credit 
to the city. The home will be a 
three-story brick, finished in a plain but 
substantial way and wiil foot up &60,000, 
The work of construction 1s well under 
way now, but things pever go on very fast 
with an institution of that kind and it will 
not be completed for some time yet. 

At 119 Virgin street is another three- 
story brick nearly compieted which is to 
cost £20,000, 

On New High and Franklin streets the 
Abstract Title and Insurance Company is 
putting up a three-story brick, 40x78 feet, 
which is one of the neatest buildings in the 
city, and one of the best in material used 
and manner of construction. The exterior 
is handsomely fihished in pressed brick and 
terra cotta of . 

BEAUTIFUL AND ARTISTI 
designs, and the walls and ceilings -are 
filled in with hollow tiling, making it as 
near fireproof as a brick building can be 
made. The company pay $65,000 for these 
quarters when completed, which wili be 
some time during the fall, 

In the way of new churches the Simpson 
Tabernacle stands alone. It has been on 
the tapis fora long time, but is ouly just 
now un, A detailed description has 
already appeared in these columns. When 
completed it will be the roomiest and best 
appointed place of worshipin thecity. It 
will cost $60,000, ata low estimate, It will 
be pushed throuch to completion at as early 
a date as possibie. 

There are a lot of big frame buildings 
just completed and going up over town of 
a particular kind peculiar to Los Angeles. 
They are the biy-windowed buildings, with 
étores on the ground floor and reoms above, 
which are advertised as furnished rooms, 
and, on account of the number recently 
opened, have made a very perceptible de- 
crease in the price of this commodity in Los 
Angeles. 

Dr. Spinks has just completed one of 
these on Hill and Fifth, which is three 
stories high, 60x100 feet, has six stores 
below and 42 rooms above, and cost $15,000. 

Fullerton Bros. finished one not long 
since, on Fourth, between Fifth and Hill 
three stories, two stores on the ground 
floor and 22 rooms above, which cost $8000. 

The Martin biock, on the corner of Hill 
and Seventh streets, 60x100 feet. is now 
under way. It has six stores and 60 rooms, 
and will cost $20,000. E. F. Spence has 
just completed another at the corner of 

PEARL AND SIXTH STREETS, 
three stories high, with three stores and a 
number of rooms, which cost $13,000, and 
the same gentleman, in conjunction with 
William Lacey, is building another on 
Downey avenue, in East Los Angeles, three 
stories high, to cost $25,000. On the same 
avenue Mr. Howe is putting up a two-story 
frame, with a store below and his own resi- 
dence above, which will cost him $4500, 
Further away on the avenue Dr. Kruell is 
building a three-story frame, containing 
three stores and rooms, which will cost 


On Fifth and Regent streets J. Donovan 
completed last week a two-story frame, 
with four stores and 18 rooms that cost him 

. On Main, near Washington, Mrs. 
Stuhr will complete teday two-stor 
frame of three stores and rooms, which 
cost her $5000. Dr. J. Schutz will com- 
plete during this week a two-story frame of 
two stores and residence rooms overhead, 
which costs $7400, 

W. E. Rogers is erecting a big one on 
Temple street and niop avenue, 
which will be ready for  occu- 
pancy in two weeks. lt has 
Tour stores on the ground floor anf 40 rooms 
up stairs in the two upper stories. It will 
cost him $16,000. Mrs. Martha Brown is 
building another of the same style, of two 
stores and rooms on ‘Temple _ street 

Victor avenue, which cost her 
$6500, and on Fifth Hill 
another has recently been com- 

leted which cost $8000, and has four stores 
low and something over 25 rooms up 
stairs.
